An Alarm at No. 10. 

The Island 10 oorrespondent of the 
Chicago Times says : 

We had an alarm last night which gave us 
a htUe senaation.

We all knew that nobody oould penetrate 
the forest at the stage of the water that 
prevailed, and how it cams there waa the 
questioD; so we stood and gazed at it, and 
ooojeotured and wondered until ingenuity 
waa exhausted.
